storm wava to cross the continent from tbe 
23d to tbe 27,h, and the out will reach 
the Pacific coait about the 27ih, tbe great 
central valleya from March 1st lo 3,1, and. 
tbe Essteni States about tbe 4ih. 


The Btorm wave will be of little more 


than average in tbe West, but nbont March 
3d it will begin to show greater increased 
force east of tbe Mississippi river.

mountains abont Marob 2d, tb« grent cen- 
tral valleys about the 4th, and tbe Eastern 
states about the Cth. Tbe oool wave will 
be at its greatest abont the 4tb iu the great

the western mountains about the Otb, tbe 
great oentral valleys from the 7ib lo tbe 
9ih, and tbe eastern States abont the 30th.
